Bao Dai, the Minister declared, 
was not opposed to the Cochin- 
Chinese Government “in as much as 
the latter worked for the general 
interest,” 

Stating: that Bao Dal enjoyed con- 
siderable prestige ‘in the eyes of the 
-Frenoh—and—foreign— personalities in 
Hongkony, Mr ‘Than Thien Vang 
concluded: “Bao Dal asks the Vict 
Namese (Indo-Chinese_.. Nationalists) 
to think of thetr country before con- 
sidering the question of a regime,” 
the agency added.—Reuter.

CHAPTER 4 


“What Is the next move? 


XPRESSED brutally, the next 

immediate move Is easy, “We 
must go on using American alreratt

But whnt does emerge from all this 
present squabbling is the obvious 
need to learn from It all the lessons 
we can, and thereby avold the same 
disastrous deadlock occurring again. 


The problem is not easy. It is not

This stimulates the maker in two 
ways: (a) he has the “boost te 
morale which comes with a bist or- 
ders (b) he must satisfy the cus- 
tome ind quickly.
